The speech referred to was one 
which Judge Wataon delivered to the 
Pike county fiscal court when he urg- 
ed theui to follow the plan of the Boyd 
county court and appoint a citizens 
committee to supervise and assist In 
spending the money on the good roads 
movement. The Pike county court ac- 
cepted Judge Watson's advice and 
when the people voted on the uuestion 
of Issuing $Tf.O,000 worth of good roads 
bonds It wus carried by an overwhelm- 
ing vole. 

Col. Sv. J, Belt* called to give us the 
good news in regard to 1'lke county's 
election, lie said this was one of the 
most remarkable go.sl roads election 
ever held In the state. That while the 
bond Issue culled for was unusually 
large. $7f.»,000, yet it carried with a 
majority which la ulmost unhelleve- 
uble, which is ajiout four thousand. On 
Marrowbonu creek tltere wcru 1376 
votes for tile bonds und only 6 against 
them. At Wollpit precinct 550 votes 
for and 3 against. In the city of Pike- 
ville 7S0 votes for und 7 against. You 
can thus easily see why Mr. Johnson 
wired that the bond Issue had been 
cur. led by a vote of sixteen to one 
although it looked to ua like his llg- 
ures are loo small. 

Pike eOUnty is the largest county i» 
Kentucky and is U.king the lead on 
the question of good roads. All mem- 
bers of the Dig Sandy and Old Do- 
minion Highway Association will feel 
elated when tliey know what Pitta 
county lias done. The extremes of this 
road are In Pike county and Boyd 
county, and us the road has already 
been started In Boyd and I'lke will 
soon be ready to start. It Is up to the 
good people of Lawrence, Johnson and 
Floyd to get busy and close the gup 
and especially Is It wise for them to 
,h. this now while they can get auch 
liberal help from the stale and federal 
governments.

The shots which led to the war were 
fired by Oavrio Prlnzip, a student. He 
leaped out from a crowd watching the 
Archduke and his wife as they drove 
by In a carriage June 28, 1914, and 
poured a stream of bullets at them 
from an automatic pistol. 

Shortly afterward Austria made de- 
mands on Serbia for a hand in Prln- 
zip'. trial. These demands resulted 
In international complications — and 
the war.

In view of the deep formation of the 
oil snn.l from which the strong flow Is 
hclnir derived officials of the Huff 
company declare that the field will 
lust for a long period of years. Instead 
of being short lived like shallow 
fields. The well Is (lowing a six-Inch 
stream of high quality crude oil, Huff 
men say. 

The big well, claimed to be the big- 
gest In Kentucky, la the first well on 
what is known as the Spencer heirs' 
lease In Wolfe county. This lease is 
one of 1,100 acres, there being loca- 
tions for 200 additional wells.

AT TOUl, FRANCE, 
SERVED MANY BOYS 



Washington.- -Oceans of coffee, 
chocolate and lemonade, mountains of 
doughnuts and aandwlchos and pyra- 
mid* of ice craam were consumed by 
the l,6:'1.417 American doughboys who 
paaaed through the American lied 
Cross canteen at Toul during the la-M 
eleven monthx. The Toul refreshment 
station, long known as "one of the 
l.ilHlest Red Cross spots In Frame, [a 
looated in the original American bat- 
tle sector at a point which enabled it 
to feed almost as many aoidiers an 
there were In the American Expedi- 
tionary rorcea. Many Interesting fig- 
ure* regarding the canteen's activities 
are contained in a report received to- 
day at Red Cross Headquarters. ■ 

Amsrlcan lighting men tarried there 
long enough to eat 1.581.(125 thlckty- 
conatructcd, well-tilled sandwiches and 
481,114 doughnuts. During the big 
American troop movements In the Toul 
sector laat. June the canteen served 
3.000 men a day. the soldiers of the 
Twenty-alxth. Seventy-seventh and 
Elghty-eecond dlvlalona being cared 
lor aa they paused through in trains. 
No effort waa made to keep track of 
tbe number of clgarettee and quantity 
tobacco passed out to the men at 
thla point. During the American of- 
fensives last September 18.000 soldiers 
•eived refreshment* aa they were 
carried Into und vactmted from a hos- 
pital two miles outside of Toul. 

Originally the canteen was estah 
liahed in a flfty-foot tent in the rail- 
road yard at Toul, but with the rapid 
increase In the number of men to be 
nred for the Red Cross took over an 
nlire hotel close ky for the work. As 
many as 7.000 soldiers have found 
lodging's there in a month, the num- 
ber enrod for in this way rarely drop- 
ping below 3.000. More than 200.000 
soldiers received meals there dur'nu 
the month of January- The shower 
huths have been used by 70,000 sol 
diers. General lvrshlng recently in- 
apected the canteen and complimented 
tbe managers.

SIXTY-THREE "Y" 

MEN DECORATED 

Chicago.— The T. If. Q. A. carried 
the Red Triangle Into the camps and 
trenchea abroad at a cost of IW lives, 
• sacrifice proportionately on<w]oartc- 
n* great as that In the American army, 
according to a statement Issued by the 
national war work council of the Y. 
M C. A. Of these fatalities 88 wore 
due to disease, and the reminder to 
•hellnre. bourns, gas-rerer. drowning 
and wounds. Ten of these were wom- 
en, one of whom was killed by shell 
tire and the others In a Herman air 
raid. 

There war* also IK non-fatal cas- 
ualties. These were due principally 
to machine gun fire, nheil fir*, and mo- 
tor transport accidents. Numerous 
cases of slight wiitmd* and gassings 
which were attended at dressing *ta- 
tlon*. but were not repnrted to liead- 
quarters, sre not Included. 

These casualties occurred In a force 
which at no time exceeded 9.000 work- 
ers, of whom It Is reckoned that more 
than one-half were never -tent to the 
front, being employed In the hundreds 
of huts maintained throughout the 
training areas and the "lenve areas." 

Sixty -three "Y" workers were deco- 
rated, while to all more than 1B2 re- 
ceived official recognition for dlstiu- 
gul»b#»l service. Thirteen of these 
were decorated with the Oroix da 
Ouerre, while 48 received other deco- 
rations. Of the**, three rseeived the 
IMstlngutshed Service Cross, three 
the Order of St. Stanislaus, flvs tha 
• Italian Cavalier* del Corona, 88 the 
Italian War Cross, and ooe the 
French decoration of the CorpV 
d'Armee. Seven ware cited for the 
Oroix fle Ouerre. and seven for other 
decorations, Six commended for merit- 
orious conduct, and twenty-nine re- 
ceived honorable mention tn dis- 
patches. Several units were cited in 
their entirety, those serving with the 
T^hlrd division being cited twice. More 
than a score more reported decorations 
have not yet been con Armed. 

Not one of these men under thirty 
was fit for military duty, hat the cita- 
tion* show that they carried op with 
the same courage and spirit that iden- 
tified Americans throughout the war. 
These records show that thsy went 
over the top with the assaulting 
waves, that they exposed themselves 
under machine gun and shell fire to
